This researcher has also become convinced the Parents of Brazil Ransom Bradford and Thomas 
Nathaniel Bradford and their two sisters Mary , who married Andrew Deaton and Alice who 
married James Patrick Savage, were not Thomas Bradford b 1731/d 1786 and Mary Holmes of 
Granville Co., NC. 


The major reason for this conclusion is: 


1. The existence of Thomas Bradford b abt 1757/ d 1825 in Granville CO, NC( source: will 
Granville Co, NC) He Married Eve Kearney sister of Mary Kearney who married David 
Bradford son of Thomas Bradford b1731 and Mary Holmes. It was customary for brothers to 
marry sisters of the same family and with the travel distance between settlements this was the 
only convenient way to find mates of the same social standing, church group , etc.

At this time this researcher has engaged the services of Timothy Kearney, Genealogists and 
descendant of the Kearney family , to research the connection between the Thomas Bradford 
who married Eve and the Thomas Bradford b 1731 to confirm that Thomas who married Eve 
Kearney is without doubt the same person as son of Thomas Bradford and Mary Holmes . 
Pending the receipt of this proof and should it be confirmed, one can then eliminate the son of 
Thomas Bradford and Mary Holmes as the Thomas who moved to Clarke CO., AL and is buried 
in Clarke Co., AL. 


Due to the fact the estate records of Franklin Co., NC have extensive entries about Thomas 
Bradford , husband of Eve Kearney there is no doubt he died in NC and could not be the same 
person who is listed in the 1830 Clarke Co., Census with B. R. Bradford as, Male- 80-90 years b 
1740-1750. (Source: FHL film #2329, Pg226) and on the 1830 Marengo Co., AL census with B 
R Bradford as, Male 100 years-up (source: FHL Film # 2334, Pg 57). 


If the above census data is correct and the additional listing in the 1830 census with B. R. 
Bradford Clarke Co., AL, of ,Female, 70-80 years (b 1750-1760) is the wife of Thomas 
Bradford, (thought to be Mary Polly Hargraves) then we can confirm this is not a direct line from 
Thomas Bradford and Mary Holmes of Granville Co., NC, but rather some other Thomas 
Bradford perhaps a cousin of other Charles City Co., VA / North Carolina line. 


Brazil Ransom BRADFORD 


It is possible to trace Brazil due in part to his unique name and his age, b 1797 and therefor was 
old enough to be "of age" , older than his brother Thomas Nathaniel b 1802. Brazil was 

a purchaser of land and participated in the War of 1812. This researcher has below attempted to 
outline what has been found in the various records of Georgia , Florida and Alabama that 
mention Brazil Ransom BRADFORD .

Explanation of the Land Office locations as related to the BRADFORDS 


St Stephens, Demopolis and Cahaba are the Alabama Land offices that registered land patents 
the areas each office covered changed over the years. Demopolis - first entry made July 15 
1833, St Stephens opened Dec 24, 1806, Cahaba was originally at Milledgeville, GA and moved 
to Cahaba and opened Oct 20, 1818. The areas covered by the various offices changed from time 
to time as did the Alabama county borders. Therefor land now in Clarke CO, AL could have 
been in Monroe and part of Dallas and Monroe ,made up Wilcox CO, AL. This area all 

was Washington Co, AL during the Mississippi Territory period before state hood 


In order to fully understand the dynamics of the above land transactions each needs to be plotted 
to determine in which county they were when granted and where they now lie and what was the 
disposition of these lands during the life of Brazil and Nathaniel and what happened to them at 
the death of the BRADFORDS. Noted is the first entry for Brazil R Bradford on Dec 6, 1816.

The problem with the Bradford line is we cannot prove the Thpmas Bradford who was the son of 
Thomas Bradford and Mary Holmes is one and the same who moved to Clarke co AL and Died 
there in 1835-1847 and that he was a rev war soldier. 


There exists in 1782 two Thomas Bradfords in Granville co NC ! Who Married Mary Hargraves 
and with out much doubt was the Parent of the Clarke co Bunch this due to the fact 6 of the Kids 
of Brazil Ransom Bradford were named Hargroves as middle name and that she is buried in 
Marengo Co AL . There also shows up on the 1830 and 1840 census a woman and man who 
kinda sorta fit for two parents with B R Bradford in Marengo co AL. 


The rub is there is another Thomas Bradford B in Granville co Ne and who Married Eve Kearney 
abt 2 months after Thomas 1 married Polly(mary ) Hargraves. This coupled with the fact this 
Thomas died in Franklin co NC still married to Kearney who was ex of the estate and there are 
several law suits over what Thomas 2 didn’t waste away seemed he was a nar-do -well. 

One other Bradford son of Mary Holmes and Thomas Bradford b 1731 married a Kearney in 
Granville co , and since it was kinda sorta the rage to marry a sister of your Bros wife cnances 
are Thomas 2 is the son of Thomas b 1731 and Mary Holmes. 


To further complicate things the witness on Marriage license for Thomas 1 and Polly Hargraves 
was one Nat Hunt (the other was the clerk Bennett Searcey) if the same man as the Nat Hunt who 
shows up as a litigant in a law suit in Franklin co NC in abt 1810 after the death of Thomas 2 
over the possession of a slave named Phyliss. 


Now then the marriage license of Thomas 2 and Eve Kearney has as witness or Bondsman one 
Booker Bradford who is a cousin being the son of Philemon Bradford the Bro of Thomas b 1731 
who married Mary Holmes and who could be the Parent of either Thomas 1 or 2. 


The family story goes the Bradfords went to SC and Thomas B 1731 and his son Thomas 
l(married Polly Hargraves) there served in The Rev War or was a patriot, etc. If so why did 
Thomas 1 go back to Granville co NC from SC to marry Polly Hargraves in 1782 when the war 
was not really over? 


I have researcher all the siblings of Thomas 1 and Thomas b 1731 father but can find no link to 
the Clarke co AL Bradfords, I have looked up all the Granville Co and Franklin Co, NC deeds 
along with the Clarke and Marengo co AL land records and am in the process of seeing what is 
in SC. 

The one son Brazil Ransom Bradford with such a unique name is traced from GA where he 
entered the War of 1812 to FL and Clarke co AL where he is described as "from FI Terri" there 
also are some land records in Ga for him and some for the land lottery for a Mary Bradford 


The two sisters of Brazil and Thomas Nathaniel (sons of Thomas B 1757 #1) married one in Ga 

(have not found the record and this is not proven)the other in Clarke co Al and the record is 

extant. 

If they went to Clarke prior to 1817 and after the release of Brazil from War of 1812 there should ° 
be a record . There is one mention of Thomas Bradford advertising the plat (see below)

I checked up on the Georgia Land Lottery for Brazil R. Bradford and found him in the 1827 of 
Decatur County. He received No. 113 in District 8, Section 5. This is in Carroll County. A 
transcription of the Lottery record as well as other Carroll County deeds will follow this report. 
For the deeds I was only able to copy abstracts, as the actual records of deeds in this county are 
not available at the library until 1831. The Land Lottery record lists Brazil as being of Decatur. 
I checked the deeds and found no record of him in the index. Perhaps you would like other 
Decatur or Carroll records to be searched 


I searched Anderson County, South Carolina histories and wills, as well as many Hargrave 
family histories to locate Mary Polly Hargrave's father, 

but found no helpful information. At this point, it is my opinion that it would be more beneficial 
to pursue other lines of research. 


In addition to this, I searched the Ancestral File and IGI for Mary Hargraves, as well as the 
Bradfords.

I checked up on the Georgia Land Lottery for Brazil R. Bradford and found him in the 1827 of Decatur County. He received No. 113 in 
District 8, Section 5. This is in Carroll County. A transcription of the Lottery record as well as other Carroll County deeds will follow this 
report. For the deeds I was only able to copy abstracts, as the actual records of deeds in this county are not available at the library until 
1831. The Land Lottery record lists Brazil as being of Decatur. I checked the deeds and found no record of him in the index. Perhaps you 
would like other Decatur or Carroll records to be searched. 
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I searched Anderson County, South Carolina histories and wills, as well as many Hargrave family histories to locate Mary Polly Hargrave's 
father, but found no helpful information. At this point, it is my opinion that it would be more beneficial to pursue other lines of research. 


In addition to this, I searched the Ancestral File and IGI for Mary Hargraves, as well as the Bradfords. The IGI had the following entries:

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Bounty Land Warrants for Military Service in the War of 1812 
by Jan Bishop McFarland 


After the War of 1812, Congress enacted legislation to reward military 
service by entitling veterans to claim land in the northwest and western 
territories. This so-called "bounty land" was not granted outright to the 
veterans, but was instead awarded to them through a multi-step process 
beginning with a bounty land warrant. 


Bounty land warrants weren't automatically issued to every veteran who 
served. The veteran first had to apply for a warrant, and then, if the 
warrant was granted, he could use the warrant to apply for a land patent. 
The land patent is the document which granted him ownership of the land. 


Basically, the warrant is a piece of paper which states that, based on his 
service, the veteran is entitled to X number of acres in one of the bounty 
land districts set up for veterans of the War of 1812. These land districts 
were located on public domain lands in Arkansas, Illinois and Missouri. 


The warrants, themselves, were not delivered to the veterans; all the 
veteran actually received was a notification telling him that Warrant #XXX 
had been issued in his name and was on file in the General Land Office. 


Prior to 1842, if a veteran chose to redeem his warrant for land, he was 
required to choose land in one of the three states listed above. (After 
1842, he could redeem his warrant for public lands in other states.) 


Warrants could be assigned or sold to other individuals. 


Benjamin Hibbard, an American public lands historian, believed that the 
government chose to set the land districts up in these frontier areas 

because they thought it would be really nifty to have a few thousand 
battle-hardened war veterans & their families acting as buffers between 
established settlements and the Native American population. For good or for 
ill, the veterans were too smart to fall for that one, and most chose to 

sell their patents to land speculators. So keep in mind that, even if your 
ancestor applied for a patent, he may never have set foot on his land. 


The Bounty Land Warrant File 


A veteran who decided to redeem his warrant was issued a patent for the 
land itself, and a "Bounty Land Warrant File" was created in the General 
Land Office. This file contains the surrendered warrant, a letter of 
assignment (if he assigned his interest to another party) and any other 
documents pertaining to the transaction. The warrant itself should include 
the name of the veteran, his rank on discharge, his branch of service 
(including company, etc.), and the date the warrant was issued. It may also 
include the date the land was located and a description of the land. 


If he obtained bounty land, you should be able to find your ancestor in 
National Archives Microfilm Series M848 (14 rolls), War of 1812 Military 
Bounty Land Warrants, 1815-1858. This series includes an index to patentees 
in Missouri & Arkansas, a partial index for Illinois, and an index for 
patentees under the 1842 act (the one that allowed them to choose lands in 
areas other than MO, AR & IL). If you find that he patented his land, and 
you want more information than is contained on the microfilm, you may be 
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able to obtain it by writing the National Archives and having them search 
the General Land Office abstracts of military bounty land warrant 
locations. 


Further Reading 


Throughout the 1800's, the US Congress continually tinkered with the laws 
affecting bounty land; in order to fully understand these laws and how they 
may have affected your ancestor, further study will be required. If you're 
interested in learning more about bounty lands, I'd recommend you read 
James W. Oberly's book, Sixty Million Acres: American Veterans and the 
Public Lands before the Civil War, ISBN 0-87338-421-0. It's full of 
valuable information for genealogists. And if you're up for some really dry 
reading (downright parched, some might say ), try Benjamin Hibbard's 
History of the Public Land Policies. 


Another helpful source is Guide to Genealogical Research in the National 
Archives, ISBN 0-911333-01-0. It explains, in detail, the records available 
through the National Archives, including bounty land records.
